DETERMINATION OF BASE ACREAGE AND AVERAGE YIELD OF LINT PER ACRE FOR 
THE BASE PERIOD 1928 to 1932, INCLUSIVE. 


_ After it has been determined that the person(s) making application 
and the farm respecting which application for contract is made are eligible 


for a Cotton Adjustment Contract for 1936-1939, under the provisions of 


Rulings Nos. 1 and 2, respectively, of the Administrative Rulings (herein- 
after referred to as "Cotton Rulings"), the yield per acre, base acreage, 

and base production of cotton to be stipulated in the contract covering such 
farm in order to make such contract acceptable shall be arrived at in accord- 
ance with the Conditions of General Application set forth in Section I and 
the standards laid down in Section II herein. 


SECTION I. CONDITIONS OF GENERAL APPLICATION 


a. The yield of lint per ecre for each farm stipulated in an applica- 
tion for contract on Form No. CAC 14 shall, in accordance with the following 
standard, be designated by the appropriate community committee, subject to 
review and approval of the county committee and subject to such adjustment by 
the county committee as is necessary in order that the total of base cotton 
production for all applications in the county shall conform to Cotton 
Ruling 6. 


Hach farm covered by an application shall have been inspected by at 


least one member of the community committee, serving for the community in 


which the farm is located, who shall report the facts to the community com- 
mittee before the yield of lint is designated for the farm. The yield 


designated for any term shell be that yield which the community committee, 


as a whole, finds. from all the available facts to be the yield which could 
have been reasonably expected from the land devoted to the production of ~ 
cotton on the farm as an averago yield during the 5 year period, 1923 to 
1932, inclusive. Such finding shall be examined by the county committee in 
the light of all available facts and approved or modified by it accordingly. 
In designating such yield, the committees shall give the greatest weignt to 
the yield per acre of cotton which was produced on the farm during such of 
the 8 years 1928 to 1935, inclusive, as cotton was produced thereon. How- 


_ ever, due consideration shall be given by the committees to the erfect of 


the type of soil, drainage, csrosion, and fertility of land on the trend of 


per acre yield. Other facts bearing on the yield which night have been ex- 
pected from this land during the 1928-1932 period, including unusual weather 


conditions, shall be given due weight in designating the yield. Since, in 
some cases, records are not available with which to determine the 5 year 


ba a Ses 


cotton history during the period 1928-19482 for the farm, the three years 1933 
to 1935, inclusive, may be used to indicate wnat such farm would have pro- 
duced in the 5 year period. For example, if production figures for 1933-1935 
for the farm show an average yield of 200 pounds of lint cotton per acre and 
the 5 year 1928-1932 average yield for the community is 10 percent lower or 
higher than the 3 year 1943-1935 averaze yield for the community the average 
yield for the farm for the 3 years, 1933-1935 should te reduced or raised 10 
percent as the case may be. No community or county committeeman shall have 
a voice in designating or approving the yield for any farm which:.he owns, 
operates or controls or which is owned, operated or controlled by a brother, 
sister, parent, child or other near relative.

Such figure, however, does not tecome final until tne contract total of acre- 
age and production for the county are accepted by the State Cotton Board.

RELATING TQ THE COTTON ADJUSTMENT CONTRACT FOR 
1936-19359 


Issued with the approval of the Secretary of Agriculture pursuant 
to Cotton Ruling No. 3, 


DETERMINATION OF BASE ACREAGE AND AVERAGE YI"LD CF LINT PER ACRE FOR 
THE BASE PERIOD 1935. 


_ After it has been determined that the person(s) making application 
and the farm respecting which application for contract is made are eligible 
for a Cotton Adjustment Contract for 1936-1939, under the provisions of 
Rulings: Nos. 1 and 2, respectively, of the Administrative Rulings (herein- 
after referred to as Slgeeben, Rulings"), the yield per acre, base acreage, 
and base production of cotton to be stipulated in the contract covering 
such farm in order to make such contract acceptable shall be arrived at in 
accordance with the Conditions of General Application set forth in Section 
I and the standards laid down in Section II therein. 


SECTION I. CONDITIONS OF GENERAL APPLICATION 


ae The yield of lint per acre for each farm stipulated in an appli- 
cation for contract on Form No. CAC 1A shall, in accordance with the follow- 
ing standard, be designated by the appropriate community committee, subject 
to review os approval of the county committee and subject to such adjust- - 
ment by the county committee as is necessary in order that the total of 
base cotton production for all applications in the county shall conform to 
Cotton Ruling 6. 

Each farm covered by an application shall have been inspected by at 
‘least one member of the community committee, serving for the community in 
‘Which the farm is located, who shall report the facts to the community commit- 
tee before the yield of rive is designated for the farm. The yield designated | 
for any farm shall be that yield which the community committee, as a whole, 
finds from all the available facts to be the yield which could have been 
‘reasonably expected from the land devoted to the production of cotton on the 
‘farm as an average yield during the 5 year period, 1928 to 1932, inclusive. 
Such finding shall be examined by the county committee in the light of all 
‘available facts and approved or modified by it accordingly. In designating 
,Such yield, the committees shall give the greatest weight to the yield per 
,acre of cotton which was produced on the farm during such of the 8 years 
-1928 to 1935, inclusive, as cotton was produced thereon. However, due 
consideration shall be given by the committees to the effect: of the type of 
soil, drainage, erosion, and fertility of land on the trend of per acre yield.;

Other facts bearing on the yield which might have beon expected from this land 
during the 1928-32 period, including unusual weather conditions, shall he 
given due weight in designating the yield. Since, in some cases, records are 
not available with which to determine the 5 year.cotton history during the - 
period 1928-1932 for the farm, the three yoars 1933 to 1935, inclusive, may be 
used to indicate what such farm would have produced in the 5 year period. For 
example, if production figures for 1933-1935 for the farm™show an average 
yield of 200 pounds of lint cotton per.acre. and the 5 year 1928-1932 average 
yield for the community is 10 percent’ lower or higher than the 3 year 1933- 
1935 average yield for the commnity the average yield for the farm for the 

5 year, 1935-1935 should be reduced or raised 10 percent as the case may be. 
No community or county committeeman shall have a voice in designating or 
approving the yield for any farm which he owns, operates or controls or which 
is owned, operated or controlled by a brother, sister, parent, child or 

other near relative. 


b. The base production shall be determined by maltiplying the adjusted 
base acreage by the average yield, as approved by the county committee. Such 
figure, howover, does not become final until the contract total of acreage 
and production for the county are accepted by the State Cotton.Board. 


c, If the acreage planted to cotton in any year(s) during which the 
farm was covered by a CARC was substantially below the acreage which could 
have been planted to cotton within the terms of the CARCL/ and it.is not 
shown that such failure to so plant was due to causes over which the CAKG 
Signer had no control, or for the purpose of bringing the reasonably expected 
Production within the Bankhead allotment for the farm for such year(s), the 
planted acreage plus the rented acreage for such year(s) shall be used for 
such vear(s) in determining the base acreage for the farm. 


d. In the event that more recent information establishes that the 
base acreage for a farm stipulated in a CARC1/ was not correct the community 
committee, subject to the approval of the county committec, shall uso where 
applicable the true figure in determining the base acreage for a Cotton 
Adjustment Contract for 1936-1939.
